This was revealed 
on the Senate floor duri ng the week 
by Sen ator J ohn J. McClure, Repub­ 
lican of Delaware County, who also 
said, as of May 30th, th e Ineligibles on 
the rolls am ounted to 5%. 


McClure's figure, it was learned, was 
based on results of the Auditor’s inves 
ligation in only three counties, but 
subsequent studies in two other c oun­ 
ties revealed an even g r e a t e r num ber 
of ineligibles receiving relief. 
The investigation, it was disclosed, 
was st arted in the middle of May, and 
was conducted quietly by a staff of 
fifteen men in Hie Auditor G eneral’s 
depart ment.
